Note 3 : The sum of the longitudinal stress due to pits- 
sure, weight and other sustained load including bend¬ 
ing stresses caused by external loads shall not exceed 
the allowable stress in the hot conditions (SH), 
Where the sum of these stress is less than SH, the 
difference between SH and this sum may be added 
to the term 0.25 SH in the above formula for de¬ 
termining the allowable stress range SA. 

Note 4 ; Calculation of the expansion stress, SE shall be 
based on modulus of elasticity at room temperature. 

(b) Where practicable, the requisite flexibility shall be 

provided in the layout of tho pipes without having 
recourse to special expansion bends or expansion 
joints except for the safety valves didtarge piping. 
Where lack of space or other- considerations prohibits 
the use of this method, expansion fittings like ex¬ 
pansion joints or the bellows type or corrugated 
pipes may be used provided that the limitations im¬ 
posed by maximum design pressure, drainage e'c„ 
are taken into account. If the expansion fittings are 
used, detailed consideration shall be given to the 
design of anchors, guides and ties to ensure that 
they adequately protect the expansion fitting and 
accommodate tne additional loads due to pressure. 

(c) Notwithstanding anything contained in clause (a) of 

this regulation the complete analysis of the piping 
system may be waived if the system meets any of 
the following criteria; 

(1) the piping system duplicates a successfully operating 
installation or reel aces a system with a satisfactory 
service record.

5. Power to relax.—Where the Central Government is of 
the opinion that it is necessary o- expedient so to do. it 
may by order for reasons to be recorded irnwriting latidniff 
consultation with the ,Union Public Service Commission]relax 
any of the provisions, of these rules wi(h reipcct ,tci npy yluss 
or category of persons, 

6 . Saving.—Nothing in these rules shall alTect reservations, 
relaxation of age limit and oibcr concessions required to he 
provided for nnndidales belonging to the Scheduled Castes, 
the Scheduled Tribes and other special categories of nersr.ns 
in accordance with the orders issued by the Central Govern¬ 
ment from time to time in this regard.

2. In rule 505 of the Indian Telegraph Rules, 1951 (herein¬ 
after referred to as the said rules), after sub-rule (1). the 
following sub-rule shall be inserted, namely :— 

“(1A). The charge for the application foim for providing 
a new telex connection shall be twenty-five rupees.” 


3, After rule 505 of the said rule?, the f'dlovine nil 7 ? shall 

be inserted, namely 

“505A. Payment of security deposit (1) Eveiv application 
for a new telex connection shall be accompanied 
with an amount of Rs. 10,000 as security deposit for 
the provision of the telex connection. 

<2) The amount of security deposit made under sub¬ 
rule (1) shall carry interest for the period commenc¬ 
ing on the date of deposit and ending with the 
date immediately preceding the date of installation 
of the telex connection, at the same rate as is pay¬ 
able by the State Bank of India on fixed deposits 
made with it for a period of one year and the in¬ 
terest shall be calculated for the completed number 
of months. 

(3) On the installation of the telex connection, the amount 

of interest accrued on the deposits shall be ad¬ 
justed towards chirgcs payable under rule 519. 

(4) In the case of an application made before the date 
of commencement of the Irdia-i Telegraph (Second 
Amendment) Rules, 1983 and in respect of which 
no telex connection lias been provided, the appli¬ 
cant shall be required to pay to such authority as 
may be specified in a notice issued by the Telegraph 
Authority, the amount of deposit required to be 
paid under sub-rule (1) within a period of tluee 
months from the date of issue of such notice. 

(5) If the applicant docs not deposit the amount required 

to be paid under sub'rule (4), within the period 
snecified_ in the notice referred to in that sub-rule, 
the application shall be canceled. 

505B. Payment of security deposit by existing telex sub¬ 
scribers. 

(1) Every subscriber who has a telex connection on the 

date of commencement of the Indian Telegraph 
(Second Amendment) Rules, 1983 shall within a 
period of three months from such commencement, 
deposit a sum of Rs. 10,00.000 to the Telegraph 
Authority as security for the said telex connection. 

(2) If the subscriber fails.to deposit the amount specified 

in sub-rule (1) within 111 3 period specified therein, 
the Telegraph Authority may withdraw the telex ser¬ 
vice and remove any telex or other apparatus be¬ 
longing to the Telegraph Authority. 

505C. Refund of deposit.—The amount deposited under 
rule 505A or rule 505B shall be refunded to the subscriber 
when the telex connection in relation to which the deposit 
is made is finally closed after adjusting the dues, if an)-.’'
